SUGAK TKLST FUNDS. 


Under the McKiniey bill, which puta 


raw sugar on the free list and places a 
duty on refined sugar, all sugar re 
fineries in the United States formed a 
combination knowa as the Sugar Trust 
The object of the organization was to 
control tho price of refined sugar, such 
as is used for domestic purposes 
throughout tho United States. A lib- 
eral estimate of the 
value of 
the 


plants of the several refineries placec 
their cost at $7,000,000. In 1893 the 
trust which controls the refineries is 
said to have declared a dividend of 
over $20,000,000. The cost of refining 
sugar is said to be less than one-tenth 
of a cent per pound. The trust chargec 
its own price for refining and made 
millions of dollars of profit. 


Mr. Havemeyer, the originator of the 


trust, was before the Senate Commit- 
tee appointed to investigate the Sugar 
Trust Bcaudal. He was asked about 
the contributions alleged to have been 
made by tho trust to the campaign 
fundb of politi'-'l parties, and he re 
plied that the r..-. i^-ds of the trust 
showed that such contributions had 
been made to State Onttal Commit- 
tees, not to the National Committees. 
When asked if the trust gave contri- 
butions to both parties in the same 
State, he said, no; they give to the 
Democratic party io New York and to 
the Republican party in Massachu- 
setts*, but never give a cent to the 
minority, 


Mr. Havemeyer declared that there 


was no truth whatever in the report 
that he had consulted with Mr. Cleve- 
land about the Sugar Trust, He also 
explained hia interview with several 
Senators, and conveyed the idea that 
he was not at the Capitol for the pur- 
pose of seeing Senators or Representa- 
tives. 


Tho admission of the President of 


the Sugar Trust gives an idea of the 
methods adopted by the various trusts 
arid rings to control legislation. Like 
the lato lamented Jay Gould, monopo- 
lies have no politics. They contribute 
to tho campaign fund of the party 
which is in tho ascendancy in a State 
whoso representatives they desire to 
control, and thus become influential 
with both parties. The Sugar Trust is 
in with the Democrats in New York 
and with the Republicans in Massa- 
chusetts. The Gold Trust doubtless 
pursues tho same tactics, as all the 
Eastern Republicans and Democrats, 
with the exception of Cameron and 
Sibley of Pennsylvania, uphold the 
Wall Street Combination.

Mr. Xpwlandfi—Mr. Speaker, I realize 


i that the House'is wearied by this long- 
continued session, and I shall not take 
' up ranch of its time. I wish to express 
the great sympathy I have with the de- 
mands of certain sections of this 
country for an increased volume of 
money. That is the burning question 
of the time; it is the question above all 
questions that 
demands immediate 


solution. But it is of the highest im- 
portance, when we are considering a 
measure for the increase of our cur- 
rency, to analyze the nature and 
character of the proposed increase, and 
to determine whether it is based upon 
sound monetary principles, will meet 
tho strain of existing conditions and 
tend not to the fitful but to the per- 
manent prosperity of the very interests 
which it purports to serve. 


THE GOLD DISEASE. 


What is the disease with which we 


aro afflicted? Is it a disease that per- 
tains only to this country? No; it is a 
disease that afflicts the world—the gold 
disease. That disease has been fasten- 
ed upon us by the destruction of one- 
half of the primary money of the 
world, that money which has existed 
through the ages unchallenged until 
twenty years ago. 


Half of that primary money has been 


destroyed, and as a result the value of 
the other half has been increased until 
every unit of that other half will pur- 
chase double what it would twenty 
years ago. This is the disease we seek 
to cure, tho evil we,wish to remedy— 
the evil of falling prices, as we express 
it. A better term is the appreciation 
of gold; gold, which now by our folly 
is made the only measure of value, the 
only debt payer, the only value which 
in itself is exchangeable for all other 
values, the only money of ultimate re- 
demption. We wish to restore prices. 
How can we do this save by stopping 
the appreciation of gold? And how 
can. we accomplish this save by restor- 
ing to i*s old position of efficiency its 
only natural competitor, silver? 


Now, gentlemen, we all know that 


there has never been enough either of 
gold or silver in tho world to discharge 
the functions of money, and for that 
reason one-third of the money of the 
world is and has been for years paper 
money uncovered by either gold or sil- 
ver. And yet we have destroyed one- 
half of the primary money in which 
that paper is to be redeemed, and have 
practically reduced tho money ojt the 
world to gold alone. 


THE WRONG REMEDY. 


Now, how do you seek to remedy 


this condition? You have failed thus 
far in the restoration of silver. How 
do you propose to stop the apprecia- 
tion of gold? By the increase of debts 
payable in gold; that is all. For rec- 
ollect you do riot make money in any 
financial sense by 
permitting 
the 


banks to issue paper notes. That is 
a great mistake. The engraved prom- 
issory note does not differ in character 
from the written or printed promissory 
note. Both alike, under our present 
system, are payable in gold, and the 
bank's promissory note has no more 
significance or potency than the indi- 
vidual's promissory note so far as its 
debt-paying or exchangeable function 
is concerned. 


Now, I ask again what you propose 


to do? You propose to increase the 
promissory notes payable in gold. You 
who realized the strain that was put on 
the banks last year, propose now to in- 
crease the promissory notes of the 
banks. And what was that strain? 
Simply the demands of their deposi- 
tors. These banks borrow from their 
depositors on call and loan on time, 
and when the time of stress comes they 
must respond to the depositor's de- 
mand or go to tho wall; and hence 
they call on those owing them money 
on call aud time obligations. Then 
follow forced sales,, ruinous realiza- 
tions, and falling values. 


Now, we all know the 
difficulties 


under which the banks suffered last 
year. Many of them became hopeless- 
ly bankrupt; many suspended payment, 
and many of them kept up a quasi life 
by practical suspension through the 
issuance of clearing-house certificates. 
Their difficulties arose from the fact 
that they had obligations 
out on 


call. You propose now to add to such 
obligation—the obligation to the de- 
positor—another 
obligation—that is 


the obligation to the note holder, an 
obligation which must be responded to 
on demand, and only in gold, for re- 
collect now we are on a gold basis. 
Do you mean to tell me that you can 
diminish the appreciation of gold by 
increasing the calls for gold? Can you 
diminish the value of a thing by in- 
creasing the demand for it? 


The great evil of the times has been 


that our banks have had too great a 
strain upon them, and yet you propose 
to add to that strain this additional 
one, the failure to respond to which 
works at once the destruction of the 
issuing bank, the violent contraction 
of the currency. 


Now, gentlemen, if you carry this 


measure what will be the result? In 
their various localities perhaps two or 
three hundred millions of promissory 
notes can be issued by the various 
banks, but will that relieve the finan- 
cial strain? 


Assuming that these promissory 


notes will be taken as money and pass 
current, you must realize the fact that 
you have an additional strain upon the 
banks, because there is not gold enough 
in the world to respond to these de- 
mands in addition to the existing de 
mands. The demand on notes, on 
bond 3, and ttre amounts due deposi-

tors on call must be met now, and you 
only tend still further to appreciate 
gold by the increase of new call obliga- 
tions when you propose to «dd to ail 
these obligations now existing others 
of a doubtful character, of a donbtfnl 
efficiency as money, increasing, I re- 
peat, the strain on gold rather than 
diminishing it. 


THE EFFECT OF BRUTAL LEGISL VTION. 


Now, 
just think. There are four 


thousand millions of silver money in 
the world at the coinage value. The 
value has been diminished one-half by 
brutal legislation. The world, there- 
fore, has met with a, contraction in its 
primary money of one-half 
of the 


value of s?lver, and silver being one- 
half of the world's metallic money, the 
result is that out of eight thousand 
millions of our metallic money we 
have experienced a contraction of two 
thousand millions, or one-fourth of it. 


Are you going tu relieve the effect of 


that condition by the issuance of two 
or three hundred millions of paper 
notes in this country? Will it raise 
prices ? Can you withstand the wither- 
ing effects of the destruction of two 
thousand millions of currency through- 
out the world by creating two or three 
hundred millions of so-called paper 
money of doubtful efficiency ? And 
recollect that, so far as prices are con- 
cerned, there is a world-wide level of 
prices. 


THE WAY TO BESTOHE PRICES. 


The price you get for your wheat and 


cotton in the West and South is the 
price that you get in London, plus the 
transportation. Do you think that 
you will be able to raise these prices 
by the issue of two or three hundred 
millions of paper money, so called, but 
really motley in no sense whatever; 
mere promissory notes, redeemable in 
gold; not a legal tender, not receivable 
for public dues, and having no debt- 
paying power ? 


There is but one way to restore 


prices, and that is to stop the appreci- 
ation of gold; and there is but one way 
of doing that, and that is to restore its 
only rival, silver. [Applause.] 


Now, I realize the fact that there is 


not gold and silver in the world to per- 
form the functions of money. I real- 
ize that the world will have to go be- 
yond the existing or future supply of 
the precious metals for its money, but 
when it does, it will not, if it is wise, 
create money redeemable in either gold 
or silver. 
For 
when 
you 
create 


paper 
redeemable 
in 
gold 
or 


silver, then the gold and silver are the 
only moneys of ultimate redemption, 
and all you have beyond are national 
or bank promissory notes payable in 
gold and silver. You do not really in- 
crease the money volume at all. 


VALUE 
OF 
MONEY 
DEPENDS ITON ITS 


QUANTITY. 


When the world enters upon scien- 


tific methods for making money, it will 
first avail itself of all the precious 
metals, both gold and silver, the 
primary money of 
tho world, the 


metallic money, the money of ultimate 
redemption; and then.it will create flat 
money, legal-tender money payable to 
the Government for dues, but other- 
wise irredeemable money possessing 
value simply by reason of limitation iu 
quantity. 


Of course, if you increase that fiat 


money indefinitely it will become less 
and less valuable. If you diminish its 
quantity, the value increases as the 
quantity diminishes,and there would be 
a scientific method, when an insuf- 
ficiency of gold and silver was ascer- 
tained, as it is now, of :;radually in- 
reasing the money of the ^ orld by the 
issue of fiat money. 


We all know that the val te of money 


depends upon its quantity, but so far 
as I am concerned I should prefer to 
have that quantity first regulated by 
nature rather than by law. Nature in 
ber wisdom has guarded these two 
orecious metals from man. She pro- 
duces them only in limited quantities. 
Do you realize how limited they are ? 
I made a calculation some years ago 
verified by the Director of the Mint, 
which showed that all the silver coin in 
the world, the accumulation of the ages, 
that for which men have- worked and 
fought through the centuries, could be 
placed in a building 100 feet long, 100 
feet wide and 30 feet high, less space 
than that occupied by this Chamber, 
and that all the gold coin in this world 
could be put into a space one-sixteenth 
of that size. Think of the folly of talk- 
ing about an over production of either 
metal, in the face of those facts. 


But I realize that the limitations of 


nature are too severe; that we must, 
relax them, even after we have ex- 
hausted the present beneficience of her 
mines of both gold and silver, and that 
we mast have paper carrtncy; but that 
pa per currency should noi be the paper 
currency designed by this act, having 
no legal tender quality, not receivable 
for public does, and redeemable only 
in gold, but fiat money redeemable 
only in itself, and having a legal tender 
quality, a debt-paying power, and 
limited in quantity by wise legislation. 


I admit that in that case we will have 


to trust to the wisdom of men in legis- 
lation, and from my experience in this 


the preceding session of this Oon- 


gress I am sure I would rather trust 
nature than trust to the wisdom of 
legislators. [Laughter.] But it is a 
necessity, and we must look to better 
education for higher methods of de- 
termining that question, fraught with 
more of beneficence or of evil to man- 
kind than any other that at present 
agitates the world. [Applause.)

THE INDIAN EMPIRE. 


INTERESTING COMMENTS BY AN OB- 


SERVING TRAVELER. 


The Pact and Future of a Great Country 


and Remarkable People—Made Poor by 
the Spoliation of Foreigners — English 
Language Coming Into General tTs«. 
We have traveled moro than 2,500 


t-llss in India, have seen its grandest 
scenery, its largest and most interest- 
ing cities, its most fertile and some of 
its desert regions. We have found in 
Delhi, Agra, Benares, Ambur and Ah- 
madabad tho best examples of Hindoo 
and 
Mohammedan architecture. Of 


course there is much we have not seen. 
Tho Dravidical temples of tho south of 
India, remarkable for their size and 
elaborate decorations, best illustrated at 
Tanjore and Madura, we can only judge 
by small specimens seen at Madras and 
Pond^ berry. The wonderful cave tem- 
ples nt Ellora, Ajunta and many other 
place • wo have got a fair conception of 
froai that of Elephanta. One could 
epend years exploring India without ex- 
hausting its layers of civilization. We 
have endeavored to intelligently study, 
by observation and reading en route, 
the ethnology, sociology and theology 
of the country. We have missed no op- 
portunity to talk with British officials 
and educated natives. We have looked 
into tho work of the missionaries and 
come to the conclusion that they are do- 
ing a great deal of good, though not ex- 
actly in the way it is popularly under- 
stood at home. I think I may say that 
our travels in India have materially 
broadened our views of Asiatic history. 
Especially have we been impressed with 
the spectacle of an empire of 240,000,- 
000 people of different races and reli- 
gions, governed by a handful of Euro- 
peans, and in the main well governed, 
with a large measure of liberty, as per- 
fect protection of life and property as ia 
provided in the most civilized countries 
of Europe and increasing means of ed- 
ucation. The universities and colleges 
scattered over India are turning out an- 
nually thousands of educated nativea 
It is a curious fact that the Indian who 
speaks English speaks it without accent 
and rather better than the average of 
English or Americans. Nearly all of the 
schools above the primary grade teach 
English, and in the majority of them it 
is the medium of education. More than 
half of the native newspapers and peri 
odicals, which are numerous and well 
conducted, are printed in English. 


I do not think it a wild prediction 


that English will be essentially the lan- 
guage of India a hundred years hence. 
It is curious to contemplate what will 
be the political result of the education 
of tho Indian people. Will they be con- 
tent, especially those of the Aryan race, 
capable of high -development, with the 
shadow of a government which is some- 
times driven to its wits' ends with its 
own domestic problems, in a group of 
little islands 5,000 miles away? For the 
present I can scarcely conceive of a 
greater calamity for India than the fail- 
ure of Great Britain to hold and govern 
the country. It would be tho signal for 
anarchy, which would entail the destruc- 
tion of tho people and seriously obstruct 
the onward march of human progress. 


India is a poor country. Its fabulous 


wealth has been carried off by conques. 
ors or gathered into colossal fortunes 
by tho few rich. The great body of the 
people are miserably poor. They barely 
keep body and soul together and do not 
store up any vital force to resist disease. 
The failure of one crop entails wide- 
spread distress. The failure of two in 
succession means famine for millions. 
Tho government is doing something to 
improve tho conditions^. In the last five 
years canals have been built, increasing 
tho area under irrigation about 25 per 
cent. How much advantage the tiller of 
tho soil gets from these improvements I 
do not know. Tho government costs too 
much, and the people are taxed to the 
Umit of endurance. The British India 
civil service is called the best in the 
world. 
It is undoubtedly the most ex- 


pensive. It costs £11,000,000 ($55,- 
000,000) a year. 
The civil servant 


serves in various capacities, from a 
slerk to a lieutenant governor, for 25 
years, four of which are given for holi- 
days, and retires with a minimum pen- 
sion of £1,000 per nni vim. The cost of all 
this comes out ot t^ • Indian people, and 
their supei , 
..sand customs rob them 


of a pai-f - . ' - . , iu.t is left 


Theru uiu grave problems in India 


and moro to come, and to solvo them 
will require all tho talent which can bo 
secured. It is doubtful whether the mer- 
chants of London, the manufacturers of 
Manchester or the hereditary aristocrats 
who are sent to hold vice regal courts in 
Calcutta will solve them in the interest 
of the people of India, who are today 
about the poorest fed, clothed and 
housed people on earth. Yet I cannot 
but think that these people are capable 
of great things in the future if they can 
be properly nourished and educated. 
Their bright, distinctly Aryan faces look 
out appealingly through surroundings 
of squalor and superstition and give 
promise of high development under fa- 
vorable conditions. 
Indeed we sec 


splendid specimens of manhood among 
them today, and their graceful courtesy 
shames our ruder manners.—Cor. Bos- 
ton Herald. 


Serving Toast. 


Dry toast should bo served directly 


from the toaster. When this is not prac- 
tical, pile it on a heated bread plate, 
cover it with a napkin and put it on 
the hearth or in the oven.

rpHK BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION- 
j 
er8,of VVnshoe County, State of Nevada 
do ordain as follows: 


SKCTION 1. It Khali bo unlawful for any 
owner, or agent of nny owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person what- 
ever any room or house to be kept or used 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep u 
Douse of ill-fame or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within the corporation limits of 
the town of Keno, Nevada, except in that 
portion of said town east und south of the 
tire limits, in Block Y, as now established, 
and the lands south of First Street, north of 
the Iruckee river and east of the lire limits 
as now established. 


SEC 2. Any person violating Section one 
or this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
nuisance, and upon conviction thereof bhall 
be fined in any sum not greater than five 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned In the 
county jail of W us hoe county for not exceed- 
ing »ix months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment,
